To  reach  our  place  from  Plainfield  follow  Somerset  Street  to 
Watchung,  turn  to  the  left  and  continue  past  Pedeflous’  Hotel  to  the 
end  of  the  macadam  road  at  Warrenville.  Here  turn  to  the  left,  then 
to  the  right  at  next  turn  and  continue  straight  ahead  about  two  miles. 
To  find  us  from  Bound  Brook  follow  the  Mountain  Avenue  road  up 
the  long  hill  to  crest  of  first  mountain,  take  left  fork  of  the  road  and 
keep  on  until  road  again  forks.  Once  more  turn  to  the  left  and  about 
one  mile  straight  road  brings  you  to  Springtime  Gardens.

NOTE:  Varieties  especially  suitable  for  the  Rock  Garden  are  designated  (R). 

Achillea.  Covered  with  masses  of  small  white  flowers  in  early  Summer. 
Spreads  rapidly.  18  inches  in  height. 

Achillea  filipendulina  (Fern-leaved  Yarrow).  An  improved  variety  of  this 
old  favorite.  A  showy,  flat  head  of  striking  yellow  flowers  adorns  each 
stalk.  3  feet. 

Achillea  millefolium  roseum  (Milfoil  or  Yarrow).  Deep  cerise  flowers 
somewhat  resembling  field  Yarrow  in  manner  of  growth.  Handsome, 
dark  green,  feathery  foliage.  Midsummer  and  Fall.  18  to  24  inches. 

Achillea  tomentosum  (Wooly  Yarrow).  Flat  heads  of  bright  yellow  flowers 
nodding  above  the  beautifully  cut  foliage  in  June.  12  inches.  (R) 

Aconitum  fischeri  (Monkshood).  Charming  deep  blue  spikes  for  the 
Autumn  Garden.  2  to  3  feet  high. 

Aconitum  Spark’s  Variety.  The  darkest  Aconitum.  Long  period  of  bloom 
through  Midsummer.

Alyssum  wolfianum.  Feathery  silver  and  gray  foliage  with  light  yellow 
flowers  in  loose  heads.

Lovely  low  tufts  of  greyish-crinkly-edged 
leaves  all  the  season,  but  especially  valuable  for  its  little,  single,  silvery- 
white  flowers  in  April  and  May.  For  Border  edges  as  well  as  Rock¬ 
ery.  (R) 

Arabis  alpina  flora  plena.  The  double  flowered  variety  of  the  above.

Arenaria  montana  (Sandwort).  Another  shiny  white  Spring  Visitor,  with 
a  mat  of  low,  fine,  dark  green  foliage.  (R)

Armeria  formosa  (Thrift  or  Sea  Pink).  Rosy-pink  heads  on  stiff  stems  6 
to  8  inches  high  in  Midsummer.

The  silvery-white  leaves  and  stems 
of  this  plant  make  it  valuable  as  a  filler  for  sprays  and  bouquets  of  cut 
flowers.

Used  for  cutting  with  sweet  peas  or  other 
flowers  that  are  liable  to  appear  lumpy  in  bunches.  May  to 
July.

Boltonia  latisquanna  nana.  A  pink  variety  of  this  attractive  flower  but 
with  dwarf  growth  and  branching  habit.  2  to  3  feet  high.  September. 

Buptbalum  salicifolium  (Ox-Eye).  A  remarkably  useful  yellow  daisy  for 
August  and  September.  About  2  feet  high. 
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Calamintha  aipina  (Savory).  Violet-blue  flowers  borne  in  clusters  on  a 
prostrate  plant  about  6  inches  high.  June.  Especially  adapted  to  the 
dry,  sunny  soil  conditions  of  the  Rock  Garden.  (R) 

Campanula  (Bellflower).  A  delightful  group  of  plants  varying  greatly  in 
form,  from  the  tall,  stately  variety  to  the  dwarf  compact  type.  They 
require  rich  soil,  and  the  period  of  bloom  may  be  prolonged  by  planting 
in  partial  shade. 

Carpatica  (Carpathian  Harebell).  Grows  about  8  inches  high  in 
compact  tufts  and  is  especially  adapted  to  the  Rock  Garden 
and  edges  of  Hardy  Borders.

Carpatica  alba.  A  white  flowered  variety  of  the  above.  (R) 

Glomerata  (Clustered  Bellflower).  Clusters  of  clear  purple,  funnel- 
shaped  flowers.

Medium  (Canterbury  Bells).  A  biennial,  but  its  appealing  form 
and  coloring  are  needed  in  the  June  garden.  Pink,  blue  and 
white.

Persicifolia  grandiflora  blue  (Peach  Bells).  One  of  the  finest  of 
this  family  with  large  blue  cup-shaped  blossoms  in  June  and 
July.

Portenschlagiana,  or  muralis.  The  shiny  leaves  are  surmounted  by 
clouds  of  blue  flowers  on  slightly  longer  stems.  6  to  9  inches.

Montana  (Perennial  Cornflower).  Similar  to  the  Annual  Corn¬ 
flower,  but  with  very  large,  blue  flowers.  July  to  September. 
2  feet. 
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Centranthus  ruber  (Red  Valerian).  A  handsome  plant  familiar  to  the  gar¬ 
dens  of  long  ago,  now  much  neglected.  Fragrant,  cerise  blooms 
throughout  Summer.  About  2  feet. 

Cerastium  tomentosum  (Snow  in  Summer).  Forms  creeping  masses  of  tiny- 
grey  leaves  all  the  year.  Small  white  flowers  in  Spring.  For  Gardens 
and  Rockery.  (R) 

Cheiranthus  allionii  (Siberian  Wallflower).  Biennial.  An  exquisitely  bril¬ 
liant  orange  addition  to  the  Spring  and  Summer  Border  or  Rockery. 
About  1  foot  high.  (R) 

Chelone  (Turtlehead).  Allied  to  the  Pentstemon.  Easily  grown  plants 
which  do  best  in  partial  shade.  Should  not  be  planted  in  dry  ground. 
In  the  ordinary  border  it  is  advisable  to  mulch  with  4  or  5  inches  of 
well  rotted  manure  during  their  growing  season  in  order  to  avoid  dry¬ 
ing  out. 

Barbata  Torreyi.  Handsome  spikes  of  coral  pink  flowers  for  Sum¬ 
mer  and  Fall  Gardens.  About  2  feet. 

Obliqua.  A  stately,  upright  habit  of  growth,  with  rose  blossoms.

Handsome,  bushy  plants  with  many  spikes 
of  deep  pink  flowers  from  July  until  frost.  2  to  3  feet. 

Mentha  requieni  (Mint).  Forms  a  dark  green  carpet  of  peppermint- 
scented  foliage.  Flowers  mauve  or  pale  purple.  (R) 

Mertensia  virginica  (Virginia  Cowslip).  The  very  early,  exquisite,  blue 
bells  of  our  riversides.  Quite  hardy  in  our  Spring  Gardens,  and  very 
much  needed  on  account  of  its  perfect  blue  color  and  fairy-like  habits. 
18  inches  high.  (R) 
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Monarda  didyma  (Bee  Balm  or  Bergamot).  Crimson,  Old  Fashioned  Gar¬ 
den  plant  with  fragrant  leaves.  3  to  4  feet,  blooming  in  Midsummer. 
Very  decorative  in  masses. 

Monarda  fistulosa  mollis  lilac.  A  rare  form  of  Bee  Balm  with  lavender 
flowers. 

Myosotis  semperflorens  (Forget-Me-Not).  A  lovely,  clear  blue  variety, 
blossoming  from  Spring  until  Fall.  8  to  10  inches.  (R) 

Nepeta  glechome  variegata  (Ground  Ivy,  or  Field  Balm).  Blue  flowers 
from  March  to  June  with  variegated  foliage.  (R) 

Nepeta  mussini  (Cat  Mint).  A  quickly  spreading,  dainty,  low  plant  with 
clouds  of  misty  lavender  flowers  all  Spring  and  Summer.  For  Borders, 
Rockery  and  Wall  Gardens.  8  to  10  inches  high.  (R) 

Oenothera  youngi  (Evening  Primrose).  Buttercup  yellow  flowers  from 
June  to  September.  About  18  inches  high.  (R) 

Onosma  stellulatum  (Golden  Drop).  A  Border  plant  grown  for  its  pretty 
golden  flowers.  About  1  foot  high.  50c  each,  $5.00  per  dozen.  (R) 
Pachysandra  terminalis.  A  low,  creeping  evergreen  with  glossy  leaves.

Phlox  Beacon.  Cherry  red.  Tall  variety. 

Phlox  Enchantress.  A  clear  salmon  pink  with  deeper  eye.  We  recommend 
this  Phlox  in  place  of  Elizabeth  Campbell  on  account  of  hardiness 
and  sturdier  habit  of  growth.  About  3  feet. 

Phlox  Jules  Sandeau.  Rather  dwarf  with  many  large,  deep  pink  flowers. 
18  to  24  inches. 

Phlox  Louise  Abbema.  Very  dwarf.  Large,  pure  white  flowers. 

Phlox  Miss  Lingard.  An  early  white  with  dark,  shiny  leaves.  Tall. 

Phlox  Mrs.  Jenkins.  An  excellent  white  variety.  Very  early.  Medium 
height. 

Phlox  Rheinlander.  Another  good  pink  with  deep  pink  eye.  2  to  3  feet. 
Phlox  Thor.  Deep  salmon  pink.  Medium  height. 

Phlox  Wanadis.  Large  clusters  of  violet  flowers  with  purple  eye.  Medium. 
Phlox  divaricata  (Canadensis).  Lovely  light  blue  blossoms  in  May  to 
bloom  with  the  tulips.  A  low  plant  6  to  8  inches.  (R) 

Phlox  subulata  alba  (Ground  or  Moss  Pink).  A  tiny,  creeping  Phlox  twin¬ 
ing  into  a  white  mat  for  Spring,  and  retaining  fresh,  bright  foliage  all 
Summer.  4  to  6  inches.  (R) 

Phlox  subulata  atrolilacina.  Lilac-blue.  (R) 

Phlox  subulata  rosea.  Bright  pink.  (R)

Physalis  (Chinese  Lantern  Plant).  Bright,  orange-scarlet  lantern-like 
fruits  produced  on  dense  bushes  about  2  feet  high.  Can  be  cut  and 
dried  for  Winter  decorations. 

Physostegia  virginica  (False  Dragon  Head).  Rose-pink  spikes  appearing 
in  great  profusion  throughout  Summer.  One  of  the  husky  sisterhood, 
needing  elbow  room.  3  to  4  feet. 

Physostegia  grandiflora.  A  new  form  and  valuable  owing  to  its  being  one 
of  the  few  late  flowering  dwarf  plants.  August  to  September.  12  to 
18  inches. 

Platycodon  grandiflorum  (Balloon  Flower).  June'  and  July  bells  on  stiff 
stalks,  in  white  or  lavender.  2  to  3  feet. 

Platycodon  mariesi.  A  dwarf  variety  with  large  purple  bells  in  August. 
About  10  inches  high.  (R) 

Plumbago  larpentae  (Leadwort).  A  most  exquisite  and  valuable  little  plant 
quite  covered  in  late  Summer  and  Fall  with  true  blue  blossoms.  10  to 
12  inches.  (R) 

P olemonium  album  (Jacob’s  Ladder).  A  plant  of  tidy  and  upright  growth, 
carrying  quantities  of  white  bells  on  spikes  in  early  Summer.  18  to 
24  inches.  (R) 

Polemonium  coeruleum.  Similar  to  the  above  with  lavender  or  purple 
bells.  (R) 

Polemonium  reptans  (Greek  Valerian).  Heavy  clusters  of  delicate  looking 
bells  of  pale  blue  to  bloom  with  the  tulips.  The  extremely  attractive 
foliage  lasts  all  Summer.  10  to  12  inches.  (R) 

Potent  ilia  formosa  (Cinquefoil).  Rather  bushy  plant,  bearing  single  flow¬ 
ers  of  charming  rosy  pink  throughout  Summer.  12  inches.  (R) 

Primula  japonica  mixed.  One  of  the  finest  primroses  for  the  garden.  Col¬ 
ors  ranging  from  white  to  red.  12  to  18  inches  high.  30c  each.  (R) 

Primula  polyantha  mixed.  White,  maroon,  yellow  and  crimson.  (R) 

Primula  polyantha.  Sutton’s  Giant  White.  A  free  blooming  variety  with 
immense  heads  of  large  white  flowers.  35c  each,  $4.00  per  dozen.  (R)

Rudbeckia  lacinata  (Golden  Glow).  Double  cactus,  dahlia-like  flowers  on 

5  to  6  foot  stalks.  The  well  known  golden  flowers  bloom  from  July  to 
September. 

Rudbeckia  purpurea  (Purple  Coneflower).  A  plant  chiefly  interesting  for 
the  odd  formation  of  the  blooms,  the  reddish-purple  petals,  4  inches  in 
diameter,  resembling  those  of  the  daisy.  A  brown  cone  in  the  center 
replacing  the  usual  disk.  3  to  4  feet. 

Salvia  azurea  (Blue  Sage).  Sky-blue  blossoms  on  many  slender,  swaying 
stems  suggest  coolness  and  peace  for  the  August  Garden.  3  to  4  feet. 
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Salvia  pitcheri.  A  true  blue  visitor  from  Colorado.  Particularly  valuable 
on  account  of  its  hardiness  and  length  of  bloom.  August  through  Oc¬ 
tober.

Salvia  pratensis.  Large,  bushy  Perennial  with  wide,  rough  leaves,  bearing 
dark  blue  or  purplish  flowers  on  2  foot  stalks  in  June  and  July.

A  plant  of  exquisite  foliage,  and  most 
valuable  for  Rock  Garden  or  Border  on  account  of  its  early  pink  flow¬ 
ers.  About  12  inches.  50c  each.  (R) 

Scabiosa  caucasica  (Blue  Bonnet).  Daintily  formed  flowers  of  unusual 
merit  born  on  erect  stems.  Lavender  and  white.  Midsummer.  18  to 
24  inches.  (R) 

Scabiosa  japonica  (Pin  Cushion  Flower).  A  lavender-blue,  long  stemmed 
Midsummer  flower.  18  to  24  inches. 

Sedum  acre  (Golden  Moss).  A  tiny,  creeping  Sedum  with  small  yellow 
flowers  in  early  Summer.  For  Rockery,  Paths  and  Stone  Walls.  2  to 
3  inches.  (R) 

Sedum  album.  (White  Stonecrop).  A  white,  little  creeper  for  Spring 
Blooming,  and  a  green  mat  for  Summer.  2  to  3  inches.  (R) 

Sedum  dasyphyllum  (Leafy  Stonecrop).  Minute  grey  leaves.  Compact 
growth.  Bearing  tiny  pinkish  blooms.  The  baby  of  the  Sedum  family. 
2  to  4  inches.  (R) 

Sedum  kamtschaticum  (Orange  Stonecrop).  Upright  growth,  bright  or¬ 
ange  blooms.  6  inches.  (R) 

Sedum  lydium.  Pink  flowers.  One  of  the  daintiest  of  Sedums  with  bronze 
green  foliage.

A  very  dainty, 
dwarf  plant.  (R) 

Maritima  (Sea  Pink).  White  flowers  about  3  inches  high.  (R) 

Maritima  flora  plena.  Same  as  the  above  but  the  blooms  are 
double.

Teucrium  chamaedrys  (Germander).  A  splendid  Border  plant  for  late 
Summer  bloom  with  its  long,  showy  flowers,  in  color  red-purple  or 
bright  rose  with  red  and  white  spots.

Habit  of  growth  similar 
to  the  Snowberry  but  with  small,  decorative,  red  berries  on  under  part 
of  stem.  Grows  3  to  4  feet.  $1.50  each.

Silver  Moon.  The  blossoms  of  this  husky  growing  climber  are  Clematis¬ 
like  in  shape,  semi-double,  pure  white  and  more  than  4  inches  across. 
The  shiny  foliage  has  the  appearance  of  being  freshly  washed.  It  is 
unique. 

Star  of  Persia.  Large,  semi-double,  bright  yellow  flowers  which  last  sev¬ 
eral  weeks  and  do  not  fade.  This  is  a  new  and  worth  while  variety.
